__ OFTEN GROUNDLESS

, “WE HEAR and: read so much 


about heart trouble, that. one 


might think we are becoming - 


entirely too “heart conscious,” 
True heart disease is entirely 
too common and causes too 
many dedths, but | am inclined 
to think people who: imagine 
they nave heart trouble suffer 
just as-much as those with the 
real thing. 


The neart action ig. auto-- 


matic though greatly influenced 
by the mind, so conscious con~ 
centration on it interferes with 
{ts action. The fact that cers 
tain types of heart disease may 
cause sudden death, terds te. 
mike us,apprehensive, 

My own experience is that 
people with heart disease do 
not die suddenly. They might 
be saved. much suifering if they 
did, One heart specfalist has 
said, “Unfounded fear of heart 
disease is a yery unbappy state 
of mind, and frequently great 
skill and tact are required to 
treat it.” ; 

That is too true, and my first 
advice is, if you suspect that 
you have heart trouble, consult 
your physician, If you have 
it, he can treat you and give 
you advice, so that you can live 
and work to a limited extent 
for many years. 

The heart is one organ that 
responds well to care and treat- 
ment, But, the persons who 
think they have heart trouble, 
and do not, are legion. Most 
people know that undue ghort- 
ness of breath, swelling’ the 
feet and legs, severe pains in 
the region of the heart, or pal- 
pitatton may be a sign of severe 
heart disease. They do not 
know that these signs occur 
with very little or no heart dis- 
ease. 

There Is a very common con- 
dition called “effort syndrome,’* 
whieh Is often mistaken for 
heart disease. The prominent

Sure causé many to fear heart: 
trouble. This condition is not. 
heart disease and. igs not the 
source of real danger. We are 
not sure why it comes, but it is. 
associated with a disturbed 
nerye control of the heart. It 
may be an indication of some 
disease in other organs, such 
as tuberculosis or abscess, and 
follows attack of tonsillitis, 
pheumonia or influenza. Gen- 
erally, it is a symptom of little 
consequence; a gradual in- 
crease in the amount of exer- 
cise and less worry will correct 
the trouble, 

Many persons think that 
fainting is an indication of 
heart trouble, The great ma- 
jority of these cases are not 
due to heart trouble. When 
one rises from a reclining posi- 
tion to an upright one, the 
blood presstire changes, which 
may cause dizziness and, if 
continued, fainting and uncon- 
sclousness may occur. This is 
due to faulty distribution of 
the blood; too muep going to 
the large vessels in the nbdo- 
men and too little to the brain. 
Suddenly rising after a fuli 
meal, or when one stoops to 
lift something from the floor 
causes dizziness and faintness. 

Swelling of the feet fs often. 
due to heart trouble, but it may 
be due to varicose veins, 
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PERMIT NO BREAKS IN 
ROUTINE OF NAPS

The coul 
weather or hardy plants require 
from 88 to 70 decree tempera 
tures for gemlnation. The halr 
hardy plants require from 69 
ta 80 degrees and tropical or 
hot-house seeds will not ror 
inate tnless the surrounding 
temperature ranges from 75 to 
90. derreax, 


IF YOU HAVE not yet done 
tis. don't put off tna ree Ini 
the thers and bulbs whieh you 
yiave stored In the cellar, If 
you did not atore theny In poat 
moss or soil, you may find that 
they show signs of excessive 
Shrivoling or dryness. If this

Toss, Soll or sand, 


If you see signs of decay In 
any of the bulbs, it fs probably 
due to too much molsture, or to 
wounds that were caused when 
they were dug up fn the fall. 
The best thing to do Is to cuit 
away the rotted parts and dust 
the cut surfaces with dusting 
sulphur, To prevent decay 
from spreading, store these
